The price of paper 
however, never returned to its old 
level. 
It flucuated for a while and 
then shot up beyond any thing ever 
dreamed of before by makers or con­ 
sumers. 
Today the same product, although 
of much inferior quality, 
is selling 
above twelve cents a pound, an ad­ 
vance of over 600 per cent. 
As a result hundreds of men have 
been put out of business and many of 
those fortunate enough to survive are 
just managing to exist. 
And the end 
is not yet. 
Existing laws are inadequate, that 
is cert a i n. 
\V h at c a re I h ese co n sc i <. u s- 
less pirates for tines, however large? 
It’s easy enough to make the public 
pay them. 
And as for imprisonment, 
even 
if such penalty is enforced, 
many of the vultures would be willing 
to spend a few months behind the bars 
in return for the millions they filch 
from the people. 
New laws calculated to fit the 
crime are needed for profiteers, big 
and 
little. 
Imprisonment 
for long 
terms, confiscation not only of unlaw- 
i ii gains, but of all property belong­ 
ing to the guilty, and prohibition from 
ever engaging in business again may­ 
be would bring relief, providing the 
officers of the law prosecute without 
fear or favor. 
Anyway, something drastic is need­ 
ed iii this country and right speedily, 
too.
